Mystery Surrounding an Express 
Package of $100,000. 


Chicago Detectives Say Messenger Bag- 
ley Took the Money. 


COMPANY OFFICIALS DENY THAT THERE 
HAS BEEN ANY THEFT, 


And Declare That No Money Is Missing— 
Manager Shepard’s Statement Con- 
trasted With That of Capt. Shea, Who 
Says He Has the Man and the Missing 
Express Package—The Crime Record. 


’ Cnicaco, lll., Nov. 19.—Did United States 
Express Messenger George T. Bagley steal 
$100,000? Is Bagley under arrest? Chief De- 
tective John Shea of the Chicago police force 
answers yes to both questions. General- 
Manager Shepard of the United States Ex- 
press Co. answers both questions no. One 
hundred thousand dollars, Mr. Shepard says, 
was missing fora day by virtue of what cir- 
cumstances he ‘‘can’t explain in detallor 
with any definiteness.’’ 

Capt. Shea says his officers havethe man, 
have the money and are now with him on the 
road working up the detalls of the robbery. 

Bagiey’srun is between Davenport, Io,, 
and Chicago. Sheasays he left the train at 
Davenport at 3 o’clock yesterday morning to 
arrange for sending some potatoes 
to his family. He did not re- 
turn. When the train reached this city 
it was found that alarge package of money 
was missing. The Captain Getailed Officers 
Plunkett and Weaver on the case, and they 
learned that Bagley had a female friend, Mrs. 
Miller,a dressmaker at 3110 Michigan avenue. 
Nagley had not been there. They waited. 
Soon he appeared and was promptly piaced 
under arrest. 

At police headquarters Bagley met General 
Agent Wygant of the express company. 
The messenger admitted the robbery and 
said the money could be found:-at Geneseo. 
Detective Weaver atonce started for Gen- 
eseo with Bagley and found the money. 
Bagley, the Captain says, made false state- 
ments concerning his actions, which led up 
to the securing of aconfession. Then, too, 
his action in buying a ticket to Chicago when 
he is the bearer of a pass was peculiar. 

Such is Capt. Shea’s story.

The French Ministry Sustained ona Test 
Vote—Panama Canal Scandals—Fought 
a Duel—Another Revolution Brewing 
in Hayti—Hebrew Peasants Suffering 
in Russia. 


Loypon, Nov. -19.—A section of the fair 
traders are openly advocating that a tariff 
be placed upon grain. They have scored in 
getting Mr. James Lowther, a member of the 
House of Commons, appointed Chairman of 
the Agricultural Conference. Mr. Lowther 
is certain to use the positionto give the ful- 
lest scope to discussion of protection tothe 
farming interests. The committee is making 
arrangements to give the tariffm question 
prominence. 

Mr. John Morley, Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, has appointed the Most Rev. Patrick 
O’ Donnell, D. D., Catholic Bishop of Baphoe, 
a member ofthe Congested Districts Board. 
The McCarthyite papers declare that the 
strong individuality of the Bishop will infuse 
energy into the work ofthe board and give 
the country confidence in its future opera- 
tions. 

Mr. Justin McCarthy has informeda com- 
mittee of the Irish Parliamentary party that 
he must resign the chairmanship of the party 
owing tolll health. He proposes to makea 
longtripin the south of France. 

A startling innovation in the banking sys- 
tem of the country is proposed in Glasgow. 
The corporation ofthat city has appointeda 
committee to drafta scheme for a municipal 
bank to receive deposits from rate payers 
and others. The Dank will pay a moderate 
rate of interest on deposits. It will raise 
funds for public purposes and make loans on 
mortgages, etc. The-influence of municipal 
competition against the regular banks 
arouses considerable criticism. 

The Chronicle announces that the Irish 
evicted tenants’ commission Is likely to con- 
clude its labor by the end of November in- 
stead of January, as was expected when the 
landjords withdrew. The house which the 
Government rented for the sittings of the 
commission is advertised to be let from 
Dec. 1. 

A Cork correspondent describes an eviction 
near Kanturk. The Sheriff’s patty and twen- 
ty policemen wentto evict care-taker Mur- 
phy. They found the crops trampled down, 
the treesin the orchard uprooted and the 
house barricaded. The inmates kept the 
party at bay fortwo hours with boiling wa- 
terand hotirons. ‘The balliffs having finally 
effected an entrance had to fight their way 
from room to room, eventually succeeding in 
arresting elght persons. Several of the 
balif’s and policemen were burned and 
scalded.

PaRIs, Nov. 19.—In the debate in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies everything seemed to be 
against the Cabinet ungil M. Loubet Insisted 
that a vote must be taken. The French poll- 
ticlans who seemed on the point of being 
tired of hearing M. Loubet called ‘‘the 
Just,’’ have forthe moment affirmed their 
feeling of security under his single-hearted 
and honest leadership. I venture to predict 
that Minister Ricard will be the scapegoat at 
the end of this longand tedious battle. He 
inspires almost unanimous ‘antipathy and 
subordinates everythingto ambition.

SOCIALIST LEADERS AGAIN IN PERFECT AC- 
CORD. 


BERLIN, Nov. 19.—The Socialists, Dr. Lieb- 
knecht and Herr Volimar, were reconciled 
by yesterday’s debate at the Socialist Con- 
gress. Herr Vollmar had been suspected of 
favoring a less irreconcilable attitude to- 
ward the State, thus tending to disrupt the 
party, which under Bismarck’s severe regime 
was compelled to sink all internal differences 
to preserve its united opposition. The 
Socialist party has once more proved 
that for good or ill, it is a 
solid force in the policies of the country, and 
that it is no less remarkable for the discipline 
which itimposes upon itself. As a whole, 
the Socialists are self-restraining, and pre- 
serve admirabie temper. The members, in- 
dividually, display implicit confidence in the 
chair, nota wordin his debate being of a 
character to offend the most scrupulous, or 
that could be construed as disrespectful to 
the State whose destruction every delegate is 
pledged to achieve. 

The German papers report that a new 
scandal inthe army has cropped out in the 
brutal treatment of schoolmaster conscripts 
by junior officers, who infilct upon them 
abuse and indignities with immunity, the 
schoolmasters fearing to denounce them in- 
dividually. 


DOMINION AFFAIRS. 


A LOOPHOLE FOUND FOR THE BRITISH SEALERS 
UNDER ARREST. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 19.—A dispatch has 
been received from the Colonltal office re- 
garding the proposed prosecution by the Im- 
perial Government of masters or owners of 
sealing vessels in British Columbla, who, 
contrary to the Imperial statute, violated 
the provisions of the Behring Sea conven- 
tion between Great Britain and the United 
States. There will be no prosecutions in 
cases where the master ofa vessel did not 
know of the modus vivendal. The 
presumption of course will be 
that all the sealing captains knew 
the fact, and the burdenof proof will rest 
upon them to deémonstrate otherwise. Lord 
Roseberry some weeks ago intimated tothe 
Canadian Government his intention to prose- 
cute all British subjects suspected of infrac- 
tion of the modus vivendi between the United 
States ana Great Britain respecting Behring 
Sea. To-day a dispatch was receivea by the 
Governor-General, affirming the intention of 
the imperial authorities to proceed with the 
prosecution. 

Alderman Clendenning of Montreal says he 
will bring before the notice of the Govern- 
ment the question of divided jurisdiction 
overthe harbor and canal system, sothat 
vessels coming fromthe ocean will have to 
get first harbor permission and then permis- 
sion to enter the canal, and inland vessels to 
get first canal permission and afterwards 
harbor permissioer 

The Consul-General for France in Canada 
has informed the Customs Department that 
it has come tothe knowledge of the French 
Government that salted pork is being ex- 
ported to Europe as Canadian product, when 
it has only passed in transit through Canada. 
The process of curing and packing pork in 
Canada being the same as in the United 
States, the appraisers in the service of the 
French Customs find it impossible to deter- 
mine exactly the origin of this class of meat. 
In view of these facts, the French Govern- 
ment will hereafter require that every ship- 
ment of Canadian meat to France must be 
accompanied by a certificate of origin, issued 
by the French Consular authorities in the 
Dominion,

ANOTHER COMIC OPERA REVOLUTION BREW-

PANAMA, Nov. 18.—The Haytien exiles have 
decided to postpone their revolution until 
December inorder to allow the cropto be 
harvested...

Eight Men Entombed ina Penn- 
sylvania Coal Mine. 


A Pillar Gave Way and the Rock and 
Earth Caved In. 


TWO OF THE WORKMEN TAKEN OUT 
ALIVE BUT BADLY INJURED. 


Large Forces Now Engaged in the En- 
deavor to Rescue the Imprisoned 
Miners—Names of the Two Men Taken 
Out of the Chasm—Fatal Boiler Ex- 
plosion Near Red Bud, IL-The 
Casualty Record. 


19.—A cave-in 
occurred this forenoon at the Hazel- 
Gell colliery at Centralia, operated by 
L. A. Filey &Co., whereby seven or eight 
men are now. imprisioned in the mine beside 
two others who were taken out very badly 
injured. This colliery Is situated about two 
miles from Ashland, and is a very large con- 
cern, shipping its product over. the Lehigh 
Valley Rallroad. 

The alarm was at once givenand a large 
force of men went to work to rescue the im- 
prisoned miners. 

The cave-in was 
falling of a pillar or a 
column of coal standing to support 
the roof. Thecolliery is locatedon the Lo- 
cust coal lands and has been running for 
many years. 

These pillars are very old and have been 
standing for years. For years these works 
were full of water, but by cutting of a $500, - 
000 tunnel this winter they were drained. 
This freeing of the old works 
ofthe water gavethe operatorsa chance to 
take outall of the supporting pillarsin the 
abandoned works. 

It was while engaged in this work this 
morning the accident occurred which impris- 
oned eight men. They are 30 feet fromthe 
surface anda yawning abyss shows on the 
surface only. The process of robbing the 
mine was going on at different parts 
of the works. Two miners, John Ryan 
and John Ketman, who were assisted 
by four laborersand a driver whose names 
are not known were imprisoned. Two other 
miners working near by managed to escape. 

The accident is supposed to have 
been partly due to the accumulation of 
water from yesterday’s heavy storm, in old 
surface breeches. The officials as well as 
the owners who live near by are doing 
all they can to rescue the  im- 
prisoned men, but the fall is a 
large one and the ground ts still settling so 
that the work of rescue cannot De prosecuted 
with the vigor it should be. 

It is impossible to tell whether the impris- 
oned men were crushed to death instantly 
or are still alive. This is the first 
fall that has resulted in the loss of life on ac- 
count of the unsettled condition of the lands 
hereabouts. The two rescued men are M. 
Rothermull and his son of Mont Carmel.

i Injuries Inflicted On Him by Hoodlums 


Are Fatal. 


THE MEN WHO COMMITTED THE A&- 
SAULT NOW UNDER ARREST. 


Kempfer Was Celebrating His Birthday 
When He Was Beaten an@d His Skull 
Fractured — Attorney Wemhoft Asks 
Judge Morris to Protect Him Against a 
Witness’ Husband—Police News. A 


Another murder will be recorded when 
Charlies Kempfer, whois now dying at 2515 
North Twelfth street, breathes his* last. 
He ‘is slowly sinking -from the effect 
of a compound fracture of the skull, 
Last Wednesday was Kempfer’s * birthday 
and he spent the day celebrating it. In the 
evening he met George Beck, a friend who 
lives at 1814 Geyer avenue and he tried totake 
Kempfer home, seeing he was under the in- 
fluence of liquor and Hable to get into 
trouble. On the way to the car 
the pair passed Third and Walnut streets 
and there met four young men who 
on noticing Kempfer was very drunk began 
nagging him. Beck told them to let the man 
alone and tried to move on, when one of the 
quartette struck him a blow in the face. 
Beck returned the blow and tried to defend 
himself. One of the crowd ran to a 
stake wagon standing at the curd 
and pulling outa stake tried to strike Beck 
with it, but he ran away. The wielder of the 
stake then turned on Kempfer, who was 
almost helpless,and hit him several hard 
plows over the head with the heavy 
plece of wood. The blows knocked 
Kempfer senseless. The quartette ran away 
and Beck calied forhelp. Kempfer was .re- 
moved to the hospital, where every effort 
was made torestore consciousness. He re- 
mained ina comatose condition until yester- 
day, when his mother and sisters took him 
to his home at 2515 North Twolfth street. 
To-day Detectives Danaber and SsSchoppe 
were told that Kempfer was dying and thatan 
operation would be performed this afternoon 
as alast effort of saving his life. They at 
once went in search of the quartette who had 
assaulted Kempfer and found the men at 
work ina candy factory on Main and 
Elm streets. They are John Bawn 
Joseph Martin, Eugene Cunningham and 
John Magee. When charged with the as- 
sauit they did not deny it, but said they struck 
Kempfer and his friend, Beck, for insulting 
two shop-giris who passed them a few min- 
utes before the assault took 

lace, The giris worked in 
the same building with the 
qoung men,andDetective schoppe saw them. 

hey said they remembered the two men 
who passed them last Wednesday evening 
and also saw the four young men beat them, 
but they denied the statement that they had 
been insulted.They said the men didnot saya 
word as they passed. Danaher and Schoppe 
placed the men under arrest and swore 
outa warrant charging them with assault to 
kill, which charge will hold them tn jail until 
Kempfer dies when a warrant for murder 
will be issued.

NEw YORK, Nov. 19.—The conference of the 
Catholicarchbishops of the United States, 
which began last Wednesday at the arch- 
lepiscapal residence of Archbishop Corrigan, 
was conciuded Thursday night, after having 
been prolonged three dayson account of the 

arochial school question. A compromise Is 

ndicated in the report on parochial schools, 
which reads as follows: 


Atameeing of the Archbishops of the United 
States. held at the residence of the Most Reverend 
Archbishop of New York on the 16th of November, 
1892, tu consider the best means to provide for the 


| religious education of such children as do not at 


present attend the parochial schools or Catholic 
schools of any kind, the assembied prelates unani- 
mously agreed upon the following resolutions: 

Resolved, 1. To promote the erection of Catholic 
schools so that there may be accommodation in 
them for more, and if possible for all, Catholic 
chtldren, according to the decrees of the Third 
Kegs ptf Council of Baltimore and the decisions of 
the Holy See. 

2. Thatastochildren who at present do not at- 
tend Catholic schools, we desire in addition that 
provision be made forthem by Sunday-schools and 
also by instructions on some other day or days of the 
week, and by urging parents to teach their children 
the Christian doctrine intheir homes. ‘These Sun- 
day and week day schools shouid be under the direct 
supervision of the clergy, aided by intelligent lay 
members and by members of other religious teaching 
orders. 

The decisions arrived aton other matters 
discussed at the conference have not yet been 
made public.

Recollections of the Time When It Swept 
Over the United States. 
From the Springfield Republican, 

If any one hasa mind thatis at all antl. 
quarian in its disposition he may find about 
many of the farm-houses through the coun- 
try and mostof the: Ider housesinthe city, 
reminders of a custom that can now be sald 
with a fairamount of certainty to belong to 
ancient history—that of using lightning rods. 
He wilithen remenber, what had almost left 
his mind pe ge years, the lightning rod 
phase of history, when a man was generally 
regarded as an idiot who left his home with- 
out the protection of a rod, and when insur- 
ance companies insisted thateach house on 
which they tookarisk should be providea 
with them until you wonld have thought 
Providence had nothingto do but manufac 
ture thunder sterms and .send tits 
bolts against those unprovided with the 
articles. It wasone oF those pseudo-sclen- 
t.fic crazes that rage flercely for a time, and 
on that account are dropped the more com- 
pletely afterwards. Now almost noone puts 
the rods on his new house. and the insurance 
companies have turned their attention to the 
far more. practical question of the danger 
from electric wires. Old Ben FrankHn wasa 
popular man in every way, but he never 
touched a subject nearerthe heart of man, 
and, it way be added, of woman also, than 
when he vave tothe world his ideas of pro- 
tection against Iightning,. The invention 
Started out by causing a furious struggle bDe- 
tween the English Whigs and Tories con- 
cerning the proper wiringof St. Paui’s Ca- 
thedral in London, and has caused noend of 
controversy since until it dropped out of 
sight tenor fifteen years ago. et it was 
nearly as late as 1860That the great American 
ecnaliawag first took practical charge of the 
idea and turned ittocoining money froma 
downtrodden and abused people. For fifteen 
years the lightning-rod man ruled the na- 
tion, until his tyranny arousedthe public to 
madness and to shooting on sight. 

lf the People’s party had sprung into being 
twenty years ago, itcould not have failed to 
enumerate among the evils of the farmer’s 
lot the oppression of the lightning-rod agent. 
The articles were made by many different 
firms, each makinga different Kind that was 
individually superior to all the rest. The 
hardware stores did not handle these in- 
vaiuable goods, but they were intrusted to 
special agents, who ravaged the country for 
a season of five months every year, beginning 
Mayi. The winter season of these ruffan 
bands were spent in the comparatively light 
amusements of horse stealine and murder. 
In factthe nervous system of the country, 
and especially the trusting nature of women, 
has never yet recovered from the shock 
given by the tales of these men concerning 
the fearful fate of those who were so fool- 
hardy as to use any kind of lightning-rod but 
their own. One band of-bad men from the 
West, whose goods were made in Cleveland, 
O., had its headquarters for nearly ten years 
in Springfleld, and from this devot city 
eighty teams with an appropriate number of 
men scourged the country through the sum. 
mer. The trusting farmer,having been shown 
in glowing colors his danger, if unprotected, 
was induced toask for estimates on wiring 
his buildings. The agent gave some low figure 
as the probable cost, and the farmer agree- 
ing, signed an indefinite contractto pay for 
this. Woe unto him! The lghtning-rod 
man set out in flendish glee and wound wire 
abdout his fated building uatil it looked likea 
railroad map of Massachusetts. Hethen put 
in a bill, varying from $75 to $300, according 
to the apparent meansof his victim. The 
farmer was bound by his contract and pro- 
tested In vain. The despolilerof his home 
would agree tonoless than a part payment 
in cash and anote fortherest. The farm- 
er would sign the note, protesting he would 
never pay it, andthe wily agent would im- 
mediately §sell it, generally to some New 
York broker, who would force its ment. 

The farmers were ina prpepeross condition 
at the time, and few of thelr places were 
mortgaged, so their notes were generally as 
good as goid. Long after the lightning-rod 
inen were athing of the past, book agents 
continued thelr shifty methods, and within 
ten years it has been deemed a justifiable 
cause for homicide if you called a man a 
lightning-rod agent or designated any of his 
business ware as a lightning-rod scheme. 
But besides these men there were people who 
bonestly believed in the idea, as they had a 
right to do, anc agents who were as upright 
as any man. °

Travelers Who Cross Them Take Their 
Lives in Their Hands. 
From the Sdn Francisco Examiner.

said Grove A. Johnson, an old ploneer. 
*‘*Since 1877 the old trails have been super- 
seded by the Southern Pacific Railroad. But 
three or four years ago prospectors again De- 
gan flocking into the country, and my expe- 
rience may be of use to some of them. 

‘‘Forty-two years ago last May lI crossed 
the desert witha party to buiid a ferry at the 
junction of the Gtla and Colorado Rivers. We 
left San Diegoin the latter part of May, our 
party consisting of fifteen men, with ox teams 
and wagons, carrying, in additionto water 
and provisions,everything necessary to bulld 
and equip the boats. I crossed the desert 
four or five times that year during the 
hottest months, June, July, August and Sep- 
tember. In the latter part of November Maj. 
Heintzieman arrived to establish Fort Yuma. 
After determining that the river was naviga- 
bie for flat-bottomed boats I began their con- 
struction, and for the next fifteen or twenty 
years I was acting as superintendent and 
manager of theline of sieamboats on the 
Colorado. During that time I crossed the 
desert four or five times each year. 

‘*My experience has been this: Never travel 
inthe daytime. Lay by at the water holes 
during the hottest part of the day and when 
the sun begtns to lose its power leave for the 
next watering piace. 

‘-The next thingis the care of water. I 
used leather bottles. the leather naturally 
dressed. like Duckskin, being the best for the 
purpose, as it 18 sufficiently porous to permit 
of evaporation and thus keeps the contents 
cool. If the bottles fall they do not break. 
If obliged to use a Cunteen cover It with can- 
vas lined with raw wool and thorough ly soak 
it when filled. ‘he blanket i is all 
right if you have sufficient water to keep it 
wet, 

‘'The next consideration is rovisions. 
Take a quart Dagand fillit with pinole, This 
is made of parched corn or wheat, ground 
very fine. Puta pgene of sugar in a separate 
bay and tle both to’ yonr saddle-horn. When 
thirsty take a pint cup of waterand a table. 
spoontul of sugar and enough of the pinoile to 
thicken it to the consistency of soup. 

‘*Never drink water in the deSert except in 
this way, as itnot only acts as a food but 
neutralizes the effect of the alkali! itn the 
water, andthe water will go four times as 
far. The water on the desert is alkali, and 
taken in its native state only inéreases 
thirst. 

‘*The remainder of your provisions should 
consist of tea or cwffee and pilot bread. 
Three or four days before starting cut some 
fresh. beef into strips two or three inches 
wide and three-quarters Of an inch thick. 
Rub in a Very little saltand hang in the sun 
tocure. Take no salt or fat meats of any 
kind, and above ail take no stimulants. 
Your jerked beet thrown on the coals does 
away with frying-pan, anda eS oe in 
which to boll your coffee is all the cooking 
rete ge will need. 

‘*avold traveling on wheels. For the legiti 
mate prospector a burro !s ample to pack all 
supplies, is patient, faithful, never strays 
outside of camp, and can live on a grease- 
bush.

A CAVE FULL OF TREASURE. 


Silverware and Other Things Stolen by a 
Soldier Found In It.

verware and restore the articles to the right- 
ful owners or their heirs. 

The old soldier who bad so many vears ago 
gone wrong ts getting aged and feeble, and 
to ease his conscience and make reparation, 
as far as in his power, he begged his old com- 
mander to do this for him. e@ was success- 
fulin finding not only the piace, but tne 
plunder. At least two hundred pounds of 
Silverware ofevery kind almost were found 
in the cave, ranging from napkin rings to 
solid silver water sets.

THE STANDARD FOUNDRY BURNED. 


ee ee 


An Early Morning Blaz» Does $45,000 
Demage—The Insurancs. 


About 3 o’clock this morning Martin Gar- 
vey, the night watchman at the Standard 
Foundry Co., on the northeast corner of 
Ashley and Collins streets, discovered 
fire near the cupola in- the mold- 
ing room, and immediately ran to 
the corner of Second and  0O’Fallon 


streets to turn in an alarm... At the same 
time Officer McGrath, who was passing along 
Collins street, saw the fames from the west 
windows of the moiding room, and he, too, 
ran tothe same alarm box. When the box, 
No. 832 Was opened, it was found thatit 
would not work. After fooling with it 
for some time the officer started to 
run to the next nearest box which is. located 
at Sixth and O’Failon. Before he arrivel 
there, however, be discovered a fellow of- 
ficer was ahead of him, and had turned In an 
alarm. This delay gave the fire an excellent 
chance to get a good startand aided by the 
high wind which was blowing at the 
time the flames had wrapped 
themselves all around the molding-room 
and communicated the fire to the machine 
shop onthe south and the foundry on the 
north. Asthe foundry Is directly in the rear. 
of the Ashley Building the impression got 
abroad that this monstertenement house was 
on fire, and asaconsequence the nelghbor- 
hooag was soon swarming with people, not- 
withstanding the early hour. 

As soon as the firemen arrived they did ex- 
cellent work, and succeeded, after two bours 
of hard labor, in completely extinguishing 
the -lames. The molding room which 
was the center of the uilding, 
was completely gutted. The machine 
shop, on the south, above which was 
the pattern shop, was also badly burned, 
there being little ieft except the outer walls. 
In the foundry room the roof was destroyed 
and nearly all the larger timbers charred. 
The greatest loss will be the patterns and 
the injury to the machinery, some of which 
was very costly and will have to be replaced. 
Mr. Alex Kilpatrick, the President, and Mr. 
Frank J. Hunleth, the Secretary of the 
company, were seen this morning and said 
that their loss would not fall short of $45,000. 
The insurance on the building and stock, all 
of which is owned by the company, !s

Hundreds of Homestead Strikers Return- 
ing to Work. 


HOMESTEAD, Pa., Nov. 19.—The decision of 
the mechanical men and day laborers to re- 
turn to work has put the people of the town | 
ina happier frame of mind than at any time 
during the lockout, and the business men 
especially feelthat the town will soon re- 
sume its formeractivity- There were 600 
applications for work yesterday at the 


steel-works, and although many were turned 
away by reason of their positions being 
taken by new men, they have good reason to 
belleve it is a question of only a short time 
until nearly every man will be back atthe 
ola placeinthe mill. The new men are seen 
gathering in groups in the mill-yard and dis- 
cussing the situationand mary are inclined 
to belleve that they will not be wanted any 
lunger after next pay-day, and rather than 
wait for their discharge they are taking time 
by the forelock by asking for their pay and 
returning to the section from whence 
they came, An improvement is already 
noticeable at the mill since so many of the old 
inen have returned to work. The mill yard 
is said to be lying full of old iron and scrap 
steeland it seems to beno secret thatthe 
company is as well pleased as the men that 
the strike has to a certain extent been 
declared off, Several Amalgamated men 
are Enown to have applied for their 
oid ositions and so far as could 
be earned none were refused. 
Men who have charges of riot 
hanging over their heads have been given 
employment, which dves not bear out the 
statement that every man who had been in- 
dicted for sone offense would be refused 
work. Applications were being received to- 
day at a lively rate, and although many men 
were being turned away, they still have 
hopes that they will get back in the course of 
time, while others will ve content to seek 
work elsewhere. The company have notified 
the foreman to discharge ont incompetent 
mento make room for the old men, and the 
incompetent list is found to be large, judging 
from the number of old men that are being 
taken back. . 


MINERS’ STRIKE. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 19.—There is strong 
evidence furnished by the movements of 
miners thatthe river strike will terminate 
very probably on Monday in favor of the op- 
erators. Yesterday the minees oftwo roads 
hneid meetings to consider the situation and 
the feeling expressed was in favorof resum- 
ing work at the reduced rate, namely, 3 
cents, To-day the miners employed on sey- 
eral roads in the first three pools are meeting 
to discuss the question.

They Will Open Up With a Number of 
Interesting Cases on Monday. 


The United States Oircuit and District 
Courts will convene next Monday at 10a. m., 
at which hour the trial jury has been sum- 
moned, The docket embracés about seventy- 
five cases for trial, and the session will there- 


fore be rather a long one. 

A deal of interest will attach to the 
case of Christopher ©. Dennis and Hiram 
Berry. These are also charged with use of 
the mall for fraudulent purposes. The affair 
rose out of a town lot scheme at 
Marquand, Madison County, Mo. A man 
named Bain came to Marquand and boughta 
lot of wild land and laid it off into town lots 
as Bain’s addition to Marquand. These lots 
were disposed of variously. Some were 
sold outright, but the great bulk were 
given away as premiums for a paper 

Helper, ostensi- 
at Fredericktown, but 
manufactured at Zanesville, 
O., and shipped to Fredericktown for mail- 
ing. When the taxes of 1889 were assessed 
the property embraced in this addition was 
taxed to the former owner. Nevertheless, 
when the taxes were due, it is alleged that 
Berry, who was Circuit Clerk, and Dennis, 
who was a real estate owner, Issued 
a circular to the lot owners, stating 
that the taxes on the lots were unpaid, and 
if not paid soon would be subject to penaity 
and requiring the remittance of some 30 
centsalot to avert that misfortune. This 
circular is said to have been signed by 
Hiram Berry as Circuit Clerk. Many of the 
lot owners sent the money to C. C. Dennis, 
as the circular suggested; and it would ap- 
pear that a considerable sum of money was 
forwarded, as many persons owned several 
lots, and one man remitted on twenty-five 
lots owned by himself and family. 
For their money the lot-owners 
were led to expect an official 
receipt from the Collector of Taxes, but when 
they received only the personal check of Mr.

DAKOTA’S WIND CAVE 


Is a Tremendous Cavern Twelve Miles 
North of Hot Springs. 


From the Grand Rapids Democrat. 

The wonderful labyrinth, Wind Cave, dis- 
covered some years es % 2 a cowboy, is in 
Fall River County, § welve miles north 
of tlot Springs, and consists of a series of 
caverns, sixty- -three miles of which have 
been explored. 

It receives its name from the fact of a 
strong wind issuing from the opening, and 
for this reason many believe there is another 
entrance, but none as yethas been found. 
The wind does not at all times blow from the 
cave, but its action may be compared to that 
of the lungs in breathing. 

The several routes are very rough and in 
places dangerous. The two most frequented 
are the *‘Garden of Eden’’ and the ‘*Fair 
Grounds.’’ The majority of the  peo- 

choose the former route, as 
takes thirteen hours to gO 
to the ‘*Fair Grounds,’’ necessitating re- 
maining in the cave over night. Few visitors 
are enthusiastic enough or strong cnough to 
undertake so longa trip, asthere Is difficult 
and perilious climbing to be done,many places 
where one must crawl on hands and knees 
and passages, such as ‘* rhe Irisn Misery,’’ o 
which corpulent persons should beware, un- 
less they wishto sacrifice themselves to the 
cause of science. The routes are intricate, as 
there are often three or four passages opening 
from a single chamber, 

The human voice is audible but a short dis- 
tance, -hough tapping on the rocky wall can 
be heard from a halfto ap mg of a 
mile, and last Fourth of July those who 
were inthe cave heard thecannon at Rapid 
new | sixty-five miles away. ‘ihe tempera- 

ture is uniformly 45 deg. Falirenheit and the 
air is very clear. 

Numerous springs are found; also a small 
lake. Each cuamber Is unique In itself, a 
marvel of beauty. The formations, which 
are of limestone, seem created by fairy fin- 
oe many ofthem being too delicate to re- 
mov 

T oy ‘*Snow Palace,’’ with its rifts of snow, 
its gleaming, frost- like draperies; its starry 
snowflakes, spangling dome and walis and 
floor; its glow of amethysts and crystals, 
flashing like diamonds, even inthe light ofa 
tallow candle, outrival anything art has ever 
done in the way of beauty. 

Other beautiful rooms are the  ‘‘Red 
Room,’’ the ‘Queen’ s Drawing-Room,’’ the 
‘* Post- office,’’ the ‘‘Grand Opera’’ andthe 
‘*Lorne Gallery. **’ Oneof the most wonder- 
ful rooms is the ‘‘Cathedral,’’ where the 
guide, by manipulating the rocks, produces 
certain weird, musical sounds. In the **Gar- 
den of Eden’’ is found the ‘'Forbidden 
Fruit,’’ which, in this case, resembles plums 
and grapes more than the traditional apple. 
The ‘‘Fair Grounds,’’ the largest chamver 
yet discovered, are three acres in extent. 

On the morning of Aue. 17, our party 
started for the cave, ‘‘Alva,’’ the noted 
Wind: Cave guide, was secured; the route to 
the ‘‘Garden of Kden’’ was decided upon. 
Before the trap door was lifted we could 
hear the roaring of the wind in its effurts to 
escape. 

‘*Are you ready?’’ saidthe guide. ‘‘Yes,’’ 
came from the crowd. The door was lifted, 
down, down, down we went into the dark 
abyss, grouping our way along, holding on 
to the stairs, as the win threatened to toss 
us out of its cavern in darkness. One little

The first chamber we entered was well 
named, ‘‘The Post-office,’’ for the walls 
were covered with odd box: like structures.

five miles from the entrance and 600 feet 
low the surface, gazed on the farbidden fruit, 
then began our ‘journey upward. “On the way 
back we heard voices singing ‘‘Nearer, My 
God, to Thee.’
